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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. 

In claim 59, "A computer-readable medium comprising" should be changed to "A 
non-transitory computer-readable medium comprising" 

2. Should the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an 
amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Brett Valiquet on July 13, 2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 49-52, 55-63 and 66-69 are allowed. The following is the examiner's 
reasons for allowance: Claim 49 is directed to a method for enhancement with a print 
data processing computer of an input document data stream comprising a control file 
being generated by analyzing a data structure of the input document data file and 
mapping said data structure into said control file, and said finishing commands being 
inserted into said formdef file, which are invoked instead of original cells contained in 
the document data file. The most pertinent are Hohensee et al. (US Patent Number 
7,218,411) and Martin et al. (US Patent Number 4,870,611). The prior art made of 
record do not disclose a control file being generated by analyzing a data structure of the 
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input document data file and mapping said data structure into said control file, and said 
finishing commands being inserted into said formdef file, which are invoked instead of 
original cells contained in the document data file. The Examiner finds no reason or 
motivation to combine the above references in an obviousness rejection thus placing 
the application in condition for allowance.
